Creation 
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Do they seek for other than the Religion of 


Allah®*?-while all creatures in the heavens 


and on earth have, willing or unwilling, bowed 
to His Will (Accepted Islam), and to Him shall 
they all be brought back. 
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Do they seek other than the religion of 
Allah® (the true Islamic Monotheism 
worshipping none but Allah®* Alone), while 
to Him submitted all creatures in the heavens 
and the earth, willingly or unwillingly.

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So set thou thy face steadily and truly to the

understand not. 
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So set you (O Muhammad SAW) your face 
towards the religion of pure Islamic 
Monotheism Hanifa (worship none but 
Allah® Alone) Allah's Fitrah (i.e. Allah's 
Islamic Monotheism), with which He has 
created mankind. No change let there be in 
Khalq-illah (i.e. the Religion of Allah® 


Islamic Monotheism), that is the straight 
religion, but most of men know not. [Tafsir 
At-Tabari, Vol 21, Page 41] 
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When thy Lord4J!8* drew forth from the 
Children of Adam - from their loins - their 
descendants, and made them testify 
concerning themselves, (saying): "Am | not 
your Lord (who cherishes and sustains you)?"- 
They said: "Yea! We do testify!" (This), lest ye 
should say on the Day of Judgment: "Of this 
we were never mindful":

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And (remember) when your Lord4w!8* brought 
forth from the Children of Adam, from their 
loins, their seed (or from Adam's loin his 
offspring) and made them testify as to 
themselves (saying): "Am | not your Lord®*?" 
They said: "Yes! We testify," lest you should 
say on the Day of Resurrection: "Verily, we 

have been unaware of this.’ 
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Or lest ye should say: "Our fathers before us 
may have taken false gods, but we are (their) 
descendants after them: wilt Thou then 
destroy us because of the deeds of men who 
were futile?" 
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Or lest you should say: "It was only our fathers 
afortime who took others as partners in 
worship along with Allah®*, and we were 
(merely their) descendants after them; will You 
then destroy us because of the deeds of men 
who practised Al-Batil (i.e. polytheism and 
committing crimes and sins, invoking and 
worshipping others besides Allah®*)?"

(proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), but he threw them away, so 
Shaitan (Satan) followed him up, and he 
became of those who went astray.

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If it had been Our will, We should have 
elevated him with Our signs; but he inclined to 


the earth, and followed his own vain desires. 
His similitude is that of a dog: if you attack 
him, he lolls out his tongue, or if you leave him 
alone, he (still) lolls out his tongue. That is the 
similitude of those who reject Our signs; So 
relate the story; perchance they may reflect. 
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And had Weaw!8* willed, We®* would surely 
have elevated him therewith but he clung to 
the earth and followed his own vain desire. So 
his description is the description of a dog: if 
you drive him away, he lolls his tongue out, or 
if you leave him alone, he (still) lolls his tongue 
out. Such is the description of the people who 
reject Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.). So relate the 
stories, perhaps they may reflect. 
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Evil as an example are people who reject Our 
signs and wrong their own souls. 
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PAQ VAM BA WAR AAe OA 
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Evil is the likeness of the people who reject 
Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses and signs, 
etc.), and used to wrong their ownselves. 
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Whom Allah®* doth guide,- he is on the right 
path: whom He rejects from His guidance,- 
such are the persons who perish. 
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Whomsoever Allah®* guides, he is the guided 
one, and whomsoever He sends astray, those! 
They are the losers. 
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Many are the Jinns and men we have made for 
Hell: They have hearts wherewith they 
understand not, eyes wherewith they see not, 
and ears wherewith they hear not. They are 
like cattle,- nay more misguided: for they are 


heedless (of warning). 
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And surely, We have created many of the jinns 
and mankind for Hell. They have hearts 
wherewith they understand not, they have eyes 
wherewith they see not, and they have ears 
wherewith they hear not (the truth). They are 
like cattle, nay even more astray; those! They 
are the heedless ones. 
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The most beautiful names belong to Allah®*: 
so call on him by them; but shun such men as 


use profanity in his names: for what they do, 


they will soon be requited. 
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And (all) the Most Beautiful Names belong to 

Allah®*, so call on Him by them, and leave the 

company of those who belie or deny (or utter 

impious speech against) His Names. They will 
be requited for what they used to do. 
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Of those We have created are people who 
direct (others) with truth. And dispense justice 
therewith.

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Those who reject Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), We 
shall gradually seize them with punishment in 
ways they perceive not. 
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Respite will |¢J!8* grant unto them: for My 
scheme is strong (and unfailing). 
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And |4J!8* respite them; certainly My Plan is 


strong. 
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Do they not reflect? Their companion is not 
seized with madness: he is but a perspicuous 
warner. 
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Do they not reflect? There is no madness in 
their companion (Muhammad SAW). He is but 
a plain warner. 
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Do they see nothing in the government of the 
heavens and the earth and all that Allah®* 
hath created?
